; ST. VITIS CAKE-WALK 

As you know, folks, many of you com- 

pliment this scribe on being a_ fearless 
writer and having the courage of his con- 
victions. That is because I have not hesi- 
tated to expose evils and jump on to those 
who are robbing the public—you being 
the public. You doubtless appreciate the 
fact that Big Business often makes it very 
disagreeable for this writer for daring to 
oppose it, and whether you know it or not, 
-it is trne. We lose lots of advertising 
and other business for daring to tell the 
truth. But, ina majority of cases, those 
opposed have been oppressing you, the 
dear people, and I am wondering now how 
many of vou will feel the same way ‘about 
it when I point out a few of your own 
faults—mayhe it will be different, and 
some of you will get real mad, and stop 
the paper, and say mean things, just like 
Big Business does when it is harpooned. 
It always makes considerable difference 
which ox is getting gored. 

I am going to advise vou—and by you I 
mean myself and the people as a whole, 
and as such, and not any one individual— 
to go out this Sabbath day into the hills 
and woods and sit down: close to old 
Mother Nature and take an invoice of your- 
self. Asa whole you are heading for hell 
just as fast as is Big Business, or anybody 
else, and you don’t realize it, and many 
of you don’t even know it. You need fix- 
ing, and you need some good wholesome 
tonic for your disease, which is the St. 

Vitis Cake-walk. : 

In other words, we as a people are going 
at such a pace that we are getting down- 
right dishonest, dishonorable, unmanly 
and un-American, and it is the pace we go 
at that drives us to it with almost irrisist- 
ible force. 

You need a teacher, to take you in hand 
and show you some of the mistakes and 
pitfalls, and suggest remedies, and give 
you a course of schooling, and while I am 
not much of a teacher, I will do the best 
I can. And while trying to teach, and 
preach, I will at least be honest enough 
to practice what I preach. I do not want 
to make this first lesson leaf personal, but 
will mention in passing that I do live up 
to what I advocate, as best I know how. 
You don’t notice me rigging out in fine 
raiment, do you, or whizzing around in 
automobiles? I could get an auto tomor- 
row if I wanted, or maybe two of them, but 
if I had that much money which I could 
afford to put into buzz-wagons I would 
turn it over to the Social Service Bureau of 
this town, or mavbe the Belgium relief 
committee, or, more likely, distribute it 
among a lot of poor people who need grub 
and shoes a whole lot more than I need 
automobiles. 

The trouble is we are going too fast, 

and that fast pace forces us into channels 
of all kinds that are reprehensible. Stand 
in the business center of any great city to- 
day, and it is as near hell with the lid off 
as anything that can be imagined by Dante 
or anybody else. Take Broadway, New 
York, for instanee. Overhead clangs the 
elevated railway, with a noise that would 
awake the dead; underneath booms the sub- 
way rapid transit, plunging along through 
a hole under the city with a noise and 
glare and devilishness of appearance that 
the brimstone settlement cannot equal. 
Along by you jangles the surface cars, and 
in and out and all around are ten thousand 
automobiles, motorcycles, taxis and _jit- 
neys, all going as though the devil had 
shot them out of a gun, and a million pe. 
destrians trying to get across the street 
and damning the cars and autos because 
they can’t, while the cars and autos like- 
wise damn the pedestrians for not getting 
off the earth as they ought to. In a few 
more years, at this rate, all that will be 
too slow, and everybody will have a flying 
machine. 

A few years ago of a Saturday night we 
used to take Mother’s wash tub and place 
it by the side of the kitchen stove, heat 
some water in the wash boiler, and take a 
very nice and healthful bath. Now we 
rush to the telephone and order the drug- 
gist to send out some Cashmere Bouquet 
soap at 50 cents a cake, turn on an electric 
light in a white bathroom and fill a $30 
porcelain tub out of a $40 hot water tank. 
And that is only one little instance out of 
ten thousand others. It is just that way 
all day and all night, week after week, 
month after month and year after year. 

We are so lazy that we hire a convey- 
ance of some kind every time we want to 
go four blocks;we are too shiftless to go 
.to-the store with a market basket, so we 
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keep a telephone and order goods sent up 
in an automobile delivery, all of which is 
in the bill; we eat breakfast and get our 
shoes shined while crossing on the ferry; 
drink a dollar’s worth of booze and smoke 
half a dollar’s worth of strong cigars, and 
try our best to do up some other fellow for 
the price of it all. We do not pay our 
just debts for just as long a time as we can 
possibly stand them off, for the reason 
that we are going at this hell-bent-for-elec- 
tion pace and have ten ways for every dol- 
lar, and all of it pressing. We don’t want 
to be dishonest, but we have to be—the 
pace demands it. We have simply got 
_to get the money. We get it honestly if 
we can, and if not we get it, if possible, any 
old way. Anything we have to sell we trv 
our best to get twice what it is werth from 
the other fellow, and then the other fel- 
low goes back to his place of business and 
marks up the price of the goods he sells 
to us—and thus it is dog eat dog, and every 
man do the other, and the devil taka the 
hindmost. It is a mad, unsound, unsafe, 
reckless, nerve-racking game from start 
to finish, which breaks down health, weak- 
ens conscience, creates dishonesty, saps 
manhood, destroys integrity, burns the 
candle of life at both ends at once and ends 
in an early grave—leaving a million, or a 
few thousand, as the case may be, for heirs 
and lawyers to fight each other over like 
dogs over a bone. 

We no longer take time to read and im- 
prove our minds, and the magazines on the 
news stands would starve to death, if it 
were not for the advertisements in them. 
We grab the headlines of the daily paper 
between bites, but refuse to read over good 
articles on self improvement. Father is 
out half the night at lodge and mother is 
out to a whist party, so God help the chil- 
dren—they must rustle for themselves, 
with the result that many of them are grow- 
ing up in anything but the right way. 
The picture show catches the rest of us, 
and home is the last place to go to$—-we go 
home when all the other places are shut 
up. Lend a man $10 and you have lost a 
friend—you never see him again. 

All of this is unnecessary. We do not 
have to do these things, we only imagine 
we have to. We can cut a lot of it out 
any time we get sense enough, and we 
ought to dd it. A good start would be 
made if men would cut out the booze and 
women cover a reasonable part of their 
nakedness with some clothes, or a blanket. 
With four cocktails under his belt and half 
naked women all around him, the average 
man stands no show of winning a righteous 
battle. 

We are going the pace to get the money, 
and the only reason we have to get the 
money is to go the pace. It is an endless 
chain. Break a few of the links and slow 
down. 

Here, boy, put this editorial in the pneu- 
matic tube and press the button and blow 
it out to the notype operator; and then 
telephone for a taxi so I can go out and get 
a cigar around the block. What’s that? 
Man outside wants a hundred dollars we 
owe him? Tell him I will mail a check for 
it next week—that’s a lie and he will know 

it, but it will answer for a stall.

From an eighth to 2 
quarter of an inch is a fair thickness 
for most of the common vegetables to 
be sliced and dried. 

To secure a fine quality of dried prod 
ucts much depends upon having the 
Vegetabies absolutely fresh, young. 
tender and perfectly clean. If stec! 
knives are used in paring and cutting 
have them clean and bright so as not 
to discolor the vegetable. The earthy 
smell and flavor will cling to root crops 
if they are not washed thoroughly be- 
fore slicing, and one decayed root may 
flavor several kettles of soup if the 
slices from it are scattered through a 
whole batch of dried material. High 
grade dried “root” vegetables can only 
be made from peeled roots. 

Blanchin.; of vegetables is considered 
desirable by some housekeepers, al- 
penn it is not strictly essential to 
si drying. Sun drying has 
much to recommend it, since it re- 
quires.no expenditure of fuel and there 
is little danger of the product becom.
